Another Contribution Source. 

Another important source of the 
loca] contribution, under terms of 
the T-E-W bill, could be expendi- 
tures by the city for public im- 
provements within a slum clear- 
ance project ares. In the case of 
the No. 1 Eyesore tetzitory, for 
example, large credit towards the 
city’s share could be obtained 
through expenditure of bond funds 
already authorized and remaining 
available for expenditure, for con- 
struction of new streets and cer- 
tain park improvements. 

Other ways in which the city 
could pay its share would include 
cash grants to the project, dona- 
tion of land at cash value, or 
through clearance of old struc- 
tures from a site. The city owns 
a limited amount of vacant land 
in the No. 1 Eyesore district and 
a considerable volume of scat- 
tered vacant property in other 
sium or blighted districts. 

Contributions for the “local 
share, to obtain the federal grant, 
also could be made by the state or 
“any other entity.” The latter 
could include private sources, but 
there has been no movement for 
any large-scale private contribu- 
tions for such civic improvements. 
Neither has the State of Missouri 
undertaken to help its cities with 


rehabilitation. 
Recognized. 


In previous versions of the T-E- 
W bill, there had been a provision 
for annual subsidies to help cities 
in slum clearance. The new de- 
velopment in the measure, as 
passed by the Senate, is that it 
now e@alis for a direct grant, rec- 
ognizing that the problem is one 
of capital outlay. 

There is no change in the gen- 
eral provisions of the bill from the 
plan heretofore in operation for | 
federal support of low-rent public 
or mass housing. This still would 
receive annual subsidies, as is 
done now for the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority’s Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace and Carr Square Village.

Withdrawal After Party 


Leaders’ Check of Votes 
Ends Bitter Fight With 
Howard V. Stephens.

Roscoe C. Hobbs today quit the 
race for Republican National 
Committeeman, leaving Howard 
V. Stephens as the only candidate. 
The withdrawal was announced 
following a conference of party 


leaders in Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 


manns office, at which it was dis- 
Closed that Stephens would have 
the votes of more than two thirds 
of the delegates in, the Republican 
State conventi®n May 1. 

The withdrawal of Hobbs be- 
came certain last night when lead- 
ers of the Stephens group at a 
meeting at Busch's Grove made 
a careful check of the state con- 
vention delegates and satisfied 
themselves that Stephens’s election 
was assured. 

It appeared from this check that 
of 1534 delegates Stephens was 
certain to have the votes of 1099. 
and Hobbs could be certain of only 
363, the remainder being in doubt. 

This word got to National Com- 
mitteeman Barak T. Mattingly 
and the Mayor, supporters of 
Hobbs, and the Mayor called the 
conference which resulted in 
Hobbs's withdrawal. 


Insist on Withdrawal. 

On this showing the party lead- 
ers were said to have been insist- 
ent that Hobbs withdraw and 
that the bitter fight, which had 
been waged for two months and 
threatened lasting party disrup- 
tion, be ended. 

When the group met in the 
Mayor's office today, the meeting 
really was only to arrange formal 
announcement of Hobbs's decision. 
In addition to the Mayor, Stephens

Carson said 
the police “have no right to enter 
the union hall and beat up people, 
and certainly no right to beat up 
women.” 

Ralph M. Baker, union district 
director, called the police action 
“one of the most senseless, un- 
reasoning and vicious exhibitions 
of common brutality.” 

Capt. Eli Dahiin, detective in 
charge of the police detail, said 
the fighting began after he tried 
to reason with the crowd, de- 
scribed by. Mayor Tucker as “an 
overly large gathering of strikers 
in the plant gate area.” 

Dahlin said “we had reports last 
night that pickets planned to 
stone everyone who tried to go 
through the picket line.” 

Dahlin said the trouble could 
have been avoided if pickets and 
strikers had obeyed orders to dis- 
perse, Instead, he said, “they 
swarmed together and formed a 
compact mob.” 

Beginning of Fight. 

(The Associated Press account 
said the fight began after Dahlin 
had told the strikers over a loud- 
speaker, “The city is not going to 
stand for any more of this mob 
gathering. The police are not go- 
ing to take any more gaff.” 

(Someone siammed the door of 
the union hall, Dahlin got out of 
the car and reopened it. It was 
pushed shut again and the police 
captain kicked it open once more. 
At this point, Dahlin said later, 
someone inside attemped to seize 
him. He and the other officers 
then rushed the entrance. 

(Before the police went to the 
strike scene, they said they were 
instructed that from now on they 
were not to tolerate any mass 
picketing and if necessary to 
“crack skulls.” Dahlin told his of- 
ficers that if any mah was un- 
willing to “face the danger” he 
could resign. All policemen were 
to be on 24-hour duty until the 
strike’s end.)

ROME, April 23 (AP)—Cara- 
binieri keeping the post-election 
peace in Italy arrested Com- 
munists in three communities last 
night. The Communist-dominated 


Popular Front lost to the Christian 
Democrats in the balloting for a 
—— last Sunday and Mon- 
ay. 
Carabinieri rushed to the Cas- 
telli Romani area behind Rome 
and arrested several Communists 
on charges of preparing punitive 
attacks. Terrified residents had 
barricaded themselves in their 
homes and in churches. 

The carabinieri seized seven 
machineguns, seven automatic 
rifles, 15 rifles, 10-hand grenades 
and other assorted weapons. 

Carabinieri skirmished with left- 
ists in the village of Russiano 
near Naples last night, wounding 
one Communist and jailing 20. 
They said they had s a 
Communist gang getting ready to 
blow up a church and a govern- 
ment building. They seized some 
hand grenades and 4000 bullets. 

In Artena, some 25 miles south- 
east of Rome, one Communist was 
reported to have slashed at a 
Christian Democrat and three oth- 
ers to have stoned a carabinieri 
patrol. All four were arrested. 

Vice Premier Randolfo Pacci- 
ardi declared the danger of a 
Communist uprising in the wake 
of the elections has passed. He 
said there might be “ 
orders and political agitation dis- 
guised as economic,” but not on 
the scale of insurrection.

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP)—

force despite stiff administration 
opposition. 

Chairman Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, said the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee had de- 
cided to sidetrack both a 66-group 
compromise and the combined 


draft-universal training bill being 
written by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 

“I'm for the 70-group plan,“ 
Bridges told a reporter in an- 
mouncing that his committee 
would open hearings Monday on 
a measure to start the 70-group 


plan. 

This is the $3,198,000,000 money 
bill that was put through the 
House last week by a 343-to-3 vote. 
Of the total $822,000,000 was added 
at the last minute to expand the 
Air Force by 15 groups more than 
the Administration itself had pro- 


Denies Any Conflict. 

“We want to move as rapidly 
as possible,” Bridges said. “We've 
got to hear the evidence from 
the experts, but that should not 
take long.” 

Some sehators thought Bridges’ 
stress on speed indicated a con- 
flict between him and Chairman 
Gurney (Rep.), South Dakota, of 
the Armed Services Committee. 

Gurney, who has been sympa- 
thetic to Secretary of Defense 
Forrestal’s proposals, said that 


was not 80. 

“That's all right with me,” he 
told a report@ when informed of 
Bridges’ announcement. Gurney 
also is a member of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

J will listen to all evidence,” he 
said.

Forrestal meanwhile again criti-,

other aspects of a sound, long- 
range program.” 

Cautioning that an unbalance of 
the defense system “would impair 
the usefulness of the whole mili- 
tary establishment,” Forrestal 
added: 

“To put it bluntly, the Navy and 
the Army are just as necessary 
to the national safety, now and 
for the foreseeable future, as the 
Air Force.” 

Gurney said he would try to 
dovetail sessions of the Armed 
Services Committee with those of 
Bridges’ committee. 

Military Segregation Opposed. 

The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee sought, meanwhile, to 
wind up its public hearings on a 
temporary draft bill. It would re- 
quire men from 18 through 30 
years to register and make those 
19 through 25 subject to induction. 

Joseph L. Rauh Jr., chairman of 
the Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion executive committee, told the 
House committee today “the 
strength we gain restoring se- 
lective service will be seriously 
impaired” unless racial segrega- 
tion is abolished in the military 
services. 

Rauh, a former lieutenant colo- 
nel on Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
Staff. said the A.D.A, is in favor 
of the draft and “immediate 
strengthening” of the Air Force.

So Penetrating They Escape 
Through Several Feet of 
Concrete, Earth. 


Neutrons, the atomic particles 
used to make many substances 
radioactive, are so penetrating 
that a few of them get through 
the several feet of concrete and 
earth inclosing the Washington 


University cyclotron and can be 
detected as far as one fourth of a 
mile from the atom-smasher, Ar- 
thur L. Hughes, professor of 
physics, said last night. 

He told the Engineers Club of 
St. Louis that despite the fact that 
the gyclotron is underground, a 


few of the particles make their 


way above ground during experi- 
ments in which substances in the 
atom-smasher are being bom- 
barded with neutrons. 

The effect of the errant particles 
is inconsequential, he emphasized, 
and the number of neutrons which 
get out is only two or three times 
the number which strike the earth 
constantly as a result of cosmic 
radiation. The number of neutrons 
shooting around the Washington 
University campus would have to 
be several million times larger 
than it is before any harm to per- 
sons would result, Hughes said. 


BRENTWOOD ASKS COUNTY

The City of Brentwood today 
asked the St. Louis County Court 
to do something about getting rid 


of a dump in an unincorporated 
area along the banks of the River 
Des Peres south of,the Brentwood 
city limit. The request was re- 
ferred to the St. Louis County 
Health Department. 

Lester B. Klersch, chairman of 
the public safety committee of 
the Brentwood Board of Alder- 
men, wrote the court that the 
dump breeds mosquitoes, is a fire 
hazard and causes a disagreeable 
edor. The dumping of refuse into 
the river may increase flood haz- 
ards, he added.

‘Guinea Pig’ Fined $5 and Costs 
In Test of City’s Parking Law 


Agreement Made to 


Carry Trial Case on 


Prima Facie Evidence All the Way to 
State Supreme Court. 


Fernand J. Cook, a lawyer, who 
volunteered as a “guinea pig” to 
test the city’s parking erdinance, 
was fined $5 and $3 in costs today 
by Police Judge Joseph B. Catan- 
zaro on a Charge of violating the 
law.

Other witnesses testified that 
Mrs. Delany was held a virtual 
prisoner in her own home by the 
servants. It was reported that 
Mrs. Schaefer, on one occasion, 
held a pair of scissors at Mrs. 
Delany's throat in demanding 
money and at another time, bit 
her finger until it bled.

Enactment into law of the 
T-E-W bill, with its public hous- 
ing provisions retained, is gener- 
ally recognized among advocates 
of slum clearance and modern 
housing for St. Louis as an essen- 
tial for this community’s plan. 


This is due to the fact that many 


families of low income must be 
displaced from their present dilap- 
idated and unsuitable homes in 
carrying out slum clearance, but 
that extensive facilities for them 
to move into, at low rent, must be 
provided. 
Relocation Provision. 

One of the requirements for au- 
thorizing a slum clearance grant 
under the bill is that a feasible 
method for relocation of families 
displaced by a rehabilitation pro- 
ject must be established. This 
rule would make it necessary to 
provide, either within the area of 
an improvement project* or in 
some other no less desirable area, 
“decent, safe and sanitary dwell- 
ings.” 

There is a further provision in 
the bill that, in view of the acute 
housing shortage nationally, no 
residential structure could be de- 
molished before July 1, 1950, if un- 
due hardship on residents would 
result, in the opinion of the 
Board of Aldermen. It would be 
possible for the city to turn over 
to the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, for a mass housing site, part 
or all of a site acquired by the 
city with the aid of a federal 


grant. 

Real estate interests have op- 
posed the public housing provi- 
sions of the bill as an interference 
with private enterprise but advo- 
cates of the proposal have re- 
plied that private enterprise was 
unable to provide decent housing 
for a large part of the peuple at 
rents they could afford In St.

WASHINGTON, April 23—Presi- 
dent Truman yesterday cited past 
use of American troops in Latin 


American countries as evidence of 
the President's power to send sol- 
diers abroad without authorization 
by Congress. 
The matter came up at Tru- 
man’s press conference. The Pres- 
ident was asked about a statement 
of our United Nations delegate, 

Warren Austin, that the United 
States would provide troops to 

‘preserve the peace in Palestine. 
Truman corrected this to say 
that what Austin offered was 

troops to provide pur share of any 
international police force organ- 
ized by the United Nations. 

Would the police force include | 

| Soviet troops? he was asked. He 
said that would be up to the Unit- 
ed Nations. 

Told there was some feeling in 
Congress that he had no authority 
to order troops abroad, the Presi- 
dent said he wondered what those 
who thought so knew about the 
powers of the commander in 
‘Chief. They might recall, he said, 

that other Presidents, without 
consulting Congress, had sent 
troops to Vera Cruz, Haiti and 

Nicaragua. 

(Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), of 
Michigan, said earlier yesterday 
that the President probably had 

authority to send troops to main- 

tain order in Palestine without the 
consent of Congress, the Asso- 
ciated Press reported. 

(The United Press quoted Sen- 
ator Brewster (Rep.), of Maine, 

however, as questioning the Presi- 
dent's authority to do so, even if 

the troops were to be part of a 

U. N. force.) 

On 66-Group Air Force. 
Asked if the new program for a 
66-group Air Force did not repre- 
sent a shift in strategy, the Presi- 

dent said there had been no shift. 
Secretary of Defense Forrestal had 
explained that situation to Con- 

gress, he added, and he approved 
the Secretary’s statement. 

The new program now being 
considered in Congress does repre- 
sent a compromise between the 
Air Force insistence on a 70-group 
force and the earlier program for 
55 groups offered by the adminis- 
tration. 

In commenting on the results of 
the Italian election, the President 
authorized reporters to quote him 
as saying: “I know that free peo- 
ples everywhere will be encour- 
aged by the outcome of the recent 
Italjan elections, The results dem- 
onstrate again the vitality of 
Italian democracy and the deter- 
mination of the Italian people to 
maintain their freedom and their 
liberties.” 

Comment on Lewis's Fine, 

He had no comment to offer on 
the fines imposed on John L. Lew- 
is and the United Mine Workers 
for a contempt of court except to 
say that he was enforcing the 
Taft-Hartley law. When a reporter 
asked if Speaker Martin of the 
House of Representatives was help- 
ing him enforce the law, Truman 
said that was a question that 
might better be addressed to the 
Speaker, but, he pointed out, the 
Speaker was not a member of the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment, 

It was Martin who brought about 
a tentative settlement of the min- 
ers’ pension dispute last week end 
on the eve of Lewis’s appearance 
in court to answer the contempt 
citation. That settlement enabled 
the mine union leader to go into 
court with a showing that the con- 
troversy was settled, but the court 
ruled this had no bearing on 
whether he and the union were 
guilty of contempt. 

Durr Refused Reappointment. 

Truman said he had offered re- | 
appointment to Clifford L. Durr 
as a member of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, whose 
term expires June 30, but Durr had 
told him he would be unable to 
accept because he was raising a 
family and couldn't afford to con- 
tinue at the $10,000-a-year salary 
the Government job pays. There 
had been some speculation about 
Durr’s visit to the White House 
Wednesday, particularly because 
his wife has accepted the chair- 
manship of the Northern Virginia 
Committee for Henry Wallace. 
Also, Durr has been critical of the 
operation of Truman’s program 
for loyalty investigations of Gov- 
ernment employes. Telling of his 
offer to reappoint Durr, Truman 
said he regarded him as a good 
public servant. 

To a reporter who said his 
designation of Charles Sawyer as 
the new Secretary of Commerce 
had been interpreted by some in 
Ohio as indicating he was siding 
with Ray Miller, a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
Governor opposed by former Gov. 
Frank Lausche, the President said 
the appointment had nothing to 
do with Ohio politics.

EDUCATOR URGES 
HIGHER EXECUTIVE 
PAY IN Wallis 


Willard E. Goslin oS 
Private Industry Offers 
Much More Compensa- 
tion to Young Men.

Public schools are faced not only 
with a shortage of teachers, but 
also are “in the process of running 
out of executives” because private 
industry offers so much better pay 
to young men with executive abili- 
ty, Willard E. Goslin said here to- 
day. 

Goslin, who resigned Tuesday as 
superintendent of schools in Min- 
neapolis, Minn., addressed one of 
the final sessions today of the con- 
ference of the Association for 


Childhood Education at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, 

Any young school executive who 
shows ability can get “three or 
four times as much money” from 
private industry, he ‘asserted. 
“Generally speaking, we are not 
paying enough money for manage- 
ment in education.” 

Only four or five superintend- 
encies in the United States pay over 
$15,000 a ypar, he pointed out. Su- 
perintendehts are in charge of 
school systems with budgets rang- 
ing from $10,000,000 to $200,000,000 
a year, he added. 

Competition for Specialists. 

“An adequate budget for top- 
flight assistants is even more im- 
portant than better salaries for 
superintendents,” he continued. 
Average salary for assistant su- 
perintendents is $6000 to $8000 a 
year, he pointed out, adding that 
“the pay should be much better.” 

In American life today, he said, 
there is great competition “for 
people with specialized abilities 
and that same competition exists 
between education and private in- 
dustry.” 

Goslin, former school superin- 
tendent at Webster Groves, said 
he resigned from the Minneapolis 
superintendency for “a composite 
of reasons.” 

His principal reason was dissat- 
isfaction with the inadequate fi- 
nances of the schools. A second- 
ary reason, he said candidly, was 
that he had received several at- 
tractive offers from eastern uni- 
versities and from a California 
city school system. 

Another reason, he continued, 
was his own error in thinking that 
he could continue to run the Min- 
neapolis schools with an executive 
staff that was under-manned and 
under-paid. 

“Shock Treatment.” 

“Fundamentally,” he asserted, I 
thought my resignationg would do 
more good than staying in the job 
another year. It was a certain 
shock treatment, you might say. 
And it seems to have had some 
effect. The day after I quit, there 
were statements in the Minneap- 
olis papers from School Board 
members and leading citizens say- 
ing, ‘We've got to do something 
about this.’ 

“Incidentally, as I wrote in my 
letter of resignation, the School 
Board backed us completely on 
everything we sought to do. They 


couldn't have been better. But our 
staff was not adequate enough for 


mn $12,000,000 to $15,000,000 school 
ayatem, In private industry you 
would find as large a staff in a 
million-dollar show.” 

Goslin, 48 years old, tall and 
vigorous, addressed the 2000 edu- 
cators at the conference on Prob- 
lems in Education.” He discussed 
the shortage of teachers. 

At a general session this morn- 
ing at the hotel, Katherine Len- 
root, chief of the United States 
Children’s Bureau, said that to 
provide all children with the edu- 
cational opportunities they should 
have requires far greater expendi- 
tures and many more trained 
teachers than at present. She esti- 
mated the need at 100,000 addition- 


al teachers. 
Recent Gains in Education. 

Gains in education in recent 
years, Miss Lenroot said, include 
the development of extended 
school services in non-school 
hours, greater attention to devel- 
oping skills in human relations, 
greater recognition of the impor- 
tance of parent education and in- 
creasing recognition of the impor- 
tance of pre-school education. 

She urged that intensive work 
be done now in local communities 
and states in preparation for the 
proposed 1950 White House Con- 
ference on Children and Youth 
and suggested some topics she 
thought should be considered. 

Some of these were the effects 
on children of the shifting of popu- 
lation,’ the decline in real income 
in the last four years under infla- 
tionary tendencies, crowded hous- 
ing and working mothers, 

At a session last night at Third 
Baptist Church, Dr. Harold Ben- 
ja min, dean of the College of Edu- 
cation, University of Maryland, 
discussing the relation of educa- 


tion and democracy in building 


peace, talked briefly of the situa- 
tion in Minneapolis. 

The most pressing democratic 
problem in Minneapolis,” Benja- 
min said, “and the one by the solu- 
tion of which the citizens of that 
city can best make a great contri- 
bution to the welfare of their com- 
munity, their country and the 
world is the problem of poor fi- 
nancial support and lack of intel- 
ligent co-operation among teachers 
and patrons of the schools which 
caused them to lose the services of 
one of our most distinguished 
school superintendents, Willard 
Goslin.

In this country, the 
most important piece of legislation 
before Congress is the bill provid- 
ing $300.000,000 a year to help im- 
prove and equalize educational op- 
portunity among the states. 

“We need vast numbers of new 
teachers for childhood education, 
for youth education, for technical 
education, for higher education. 
We can and we will recruit, pre- 
pare and pay those teachers not 
just barely enough, but very well. 
We need buildings, books, equip- 
ment, laboratories and many other 
facilities for teaching on a scale 
and of a quality generally hitherto 
undreamed of. We can and we 
will dream of them. 

“We need a greatly increased 
knowledge of human beings, and 
the groups in which they live. We 
need markedly heightened skills in 
putting such knowledge to ‘work in 
educational programs of purpose 
and power. We can and will ac- 
quire those higher levels of profes- 
sional ability in a grand manner.”

MINIMUM AIR FREIGHT RATES 
ORDERED IN RULING BY CAB 


WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
—The Civil Aeronautics Board 
yesterday ordered minimum rates 
for air freight in a decision end- 
ing a rate war between the air- 
lines and all-freight operators. 

The minimum rates—first to be 
established by the board—are 16 
cents a ton-mile for the first 
1000 ton-miles in any one ship- 
ment and 13 cents a ton-mile for 
all freight above that in a ship- 
ment. A ton-mile is the movement 
of one ton one mile or one pound 
2000 miles. 

The board’s yardstick for the 
break point in the rate makes it 
possible to apply them on the 
same basis to large shipments go- 
ing a short distance or small ship- 
ments going a long distance. 

The board suspended air freight 
tariffs filed by some airlines last 
October after two sharp breaks 


in rates. Former CAB Chairman 
James M, Landis referred to it at 
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the time as the start of a rate 
war. Some of the rates were in 
the neighborhood of 12 cents,

Thus, with the election only 
seven. months away, fewer than 
four out of 10 voters in a Gallup 
poll are for the present Adminis- 
tration—even among Democrats, 
the President gets the support of 
only one out of two voters. 

Truman’s popularity has had its 
ups and downs ever since he took 
office in 1945. In July 1945, he 
had the approval of 87 per cent of 
the voters, the disapproval of 3 
per cent (10 per cent had no opin- 
ion). By the following February, 
he had slipped until only 63 per 
cent approved and 22 per cent dis- 
approved, with 15 per cent undecid- 
ed. By July 1946 his popularity was 


down to 43 per cent (45 per cent 
disapproving and 12 per cent hav- 
ing no opinion) and it hit a low of 
32 per cent in October 1946, when 
53 per cent of the voters ques- 
tioned disapproved and 15 per cent 
were undecided. 


By January a year ago he was 
back up to 35 per cent (47 per cent 
no, 18 undecided), by March 1947 
the figure was 60 per cent (23 per 
cent no, 17 undecided). The poll 
in October reported 55 per cent 
approving of Truman’s work, 29 
per cent disapproving and 16 per 
cent having no opinion, while the 
present poll shows 36 per cent for, 
50 per cent disapproving and 14 
per cent undecided. 


The present poll probably re. 


flects the peak of ill feeling toward 
the President in the South on the 
civil rights issue and in other sec- 
tions on his Palestine partition 
stand, 


By occupational groups, Trwu- 
man’s greatest support comes from 
farmers and worker groups.

LONDON, April 23 (AP) — The 


British War Office announced last 


night a reshuffle of its Middle 
East Command. The move was 
made on the assumption that Brit- 
ish forces will be withdrawn from 
| Palestine. 

The control of Middle Eastern 
military policy and all operational 
direction is being centered at Fa- 
vid in the Suez Canal zone. 

The British cabinet, meeting 
earlier in the day, had for con- 
sideration a United States proposal 
that troops of the United Nations, 
' presumably including Britain, join 
in preserving order during the 
proposed interim trusteeship for 
the Holy Land, 

There was no indication the cab- 
inet made a decision on any re- 
vision of Britain’s determination 
to give up its Palestine mandate 
May 15 and have all its troops out 
by Aug. 1. 

A War Office spokesman said 
the Army was proceeding with ex- 
isting plans to withdraw all Brit- 
ish troops in Palestine to Cyprus 
and Africa. The Army, he added, 
is “acting as a service department 
which cannot anticipate possible 
political developments.” 
| An official announcement said 
that two commands subordinate to 
that at Fayid would be established 
for administrative matters in East 
Africa and the Mediterranean re- 
gion of North Africa. The exact 
sites were not disclosed. 

The North African base, 
known as the “Eastern Mediter- 
ranean Command,” will have ad- 
ministrative charge of British 
forces in the Suez Canal Zone, 
Greece, Cyprus and Malta. The 
East African Command will serve 
forces from Somaliland to the 
Zambesi river.

DAUGHERTY FAILS IN EFFORT 
TO CONTEST BRADY ELECTION 


Former Alderman George N. 
Daugherty’s attempt to contest 
the election of his successor, Wil- 
liam C. Brady, failed today, when 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals de- 


nied his motion for a writ of man- 
damus against Circuit Judge Jo- 
seph J. Ward. 

The writ was sought to require 
Judge Ward to grant Daugherty’s 
petition for a recount of votes 
cast in the Twenty-sixth Ward for 
alderman in the April 1947 elec- 
tion. Daugherty, Republican, 


seeking re-election, was beaten by 
Brady, Democrat, by 107 votes. 


Daugherty, in a suit contesting 
the election, charged that a re- 
count would show him to have 
been elected by a lead of 261 votes. 
Judge Ward, last Nov, 24, dis- 
missed Daugherty’s petition for a 
recount, and denied a motion for 
a rehearing. Daugherty, repre- 
sented by Attorney Peter T. Bar- 
rett, petitioned the Court of Ap- 
pals for a wri of mandamus, The 
Court of Appeals, in denying the 
motion, stated that the wrong pro- 
cedure had been taken—Daugh- 
erty should have filed an appeal 
from Judge Ward’s ruling. It is 


now too late for him to do so, a 
member of the court said.

Stymie Still on the Fire. 

S long as the stymie is in the 

United States Golf Association 

rule book, the professionals 
will play it in their national 
championship, which is a match 
play tournament. That was de- 
cided recently, just as the West- 
ern Golf Association decided to 
make an exception of the stymie 
while otherwise falling into line 
with the U.S.G.A, book. 

Except for the tradition-minded, 
stymies probably are not liked by 
many golf competitors, pro or 
amateur. The rule introduces an 
element of luck into the game, 
objectors say. 

“In the first place,” remarks 
Jim Benson of the District Golf 


Association, “if a golfer is good 
enough to lay a stymie intention- | 
ally, he’s good enough to put the | 
ball in the hole. Certainly, holing 
out is preferable. | 

“So a stymie amounts to a mat- 
ter of luck. And I know this: 
If I were playing a better golfer, 
I would want to play stymies. I 
might stymie him twice and win 
a match that I had no business 
winning. 

“A few years ago, in the Trans- 
Miss at Sunset, I was playing a 
fellow in the first round who 
éarlier, in another qualifying 
round, scored 15 strokes higher 
than I did. So what happens? 
Because of stymies I’m beaten. 
I’m telling you I should have had 
a $40 dentists’s bill, I ground my 
teeth so hard.”

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Fowler McCormick Describes 
His Firm's Approach to Goal of 


Equal Job Chance for Negroes 


Patient, Long-Range Plan Being Put Into 
Effect by International Harvester Co. in 
Conformity With Advanced Practices in 


Varied Communities.

CHICAGO, April 23. 


ITHOUT pressure from politicians, labor leaders or social work- 

ers, the International Harvester Co., sparked by socially-minded 

Fowler McCormick, multi-millionaire third generation board 
chairman, is implementing a nation-wide policy of industrial democ- 
racy which affords an outstanding example of steps taken by indus- 
try itself to solve the “race problem” from an economic standpoint. 


Avoiding crusading and bally- 
hoo, the program represents a 
patient, long-range plan put into 

effect in careful conform- 
ity with the “most advanced prac- 
tices” in varied communities in 
which the company operates. 
Operation of the program is pre- 
dicted on mutual advance under- 
standing. Subsequent explana- 
tions and recriminations have 
been avoided. The plan is based 
on a fundamental company policy 
of equality of opportunity for all. 


t Factors. 

Currently 11.5 per cent of the 
company’s 80,652 employes, work- 
ing at more than 20 plants, are 
Negroes. The over-all percentage 
factor, however, is not the index 
of employment in the company’s 
anti-discrimination program. Per- 
centages vary at different plants. 
They are influenced by such fac- 
tors as diversification of employ- 
ment and local conditions. 

McCormick, primarily responsi- 
ble for widening a traditional non- 
discrimination policy, told the 
writer that the ultimate goal was 
that “Negroes, in accordance with 
their proportionate population, 
shall have an equal opportunity 
to earn a living with white peo- 
ple.” 

“We feel we are approaching 
this goal through education and 
individual initiative,” McCormick 
said, “and that this method is 
preferable to legislative methods. 

“Economic non-discrimination 
’ cannot be achieved overnight. It 
must be worked out over a period 
of years. I think that the war 
accelerated it to a certain extent. 
But non-discrimination must be 
regarded in the light of a perma- 


That depends entirely upon ability, 

whether the employe is able to 

take advantage of his opportunity.” 
For Progressive Action. 


McCormick said that, in his opin- 
ion, the anti-discrimination pro- 
gram should be worked out pro- 
gressively. A too-rapid advance, 
he added, would be apt to result in 
actions for which the Negro is 
not prepared and which might re- 
sult in rendering him a disservice 
instead of a service. 

“I do not approve of a do-noth- 
ing hiring policy,” McCormick ob- 
served. “We have elements who 
recognize the problem but do 
nothing about it. Others dodge it, 
putting the brunt on legislation. 
Some, however, are doing some- 
thing about it themselves. 

“From a broad economic stand- 
point, if the earnings of Negroes 
are increased, our standards of 
living are raised, A new market 
is created in this country. Think 
of it in terms of 14 million pairs 


of shoes, mass purchases of cloth- 
ing and other commodities. 

“The Negroes have a big job to 
do themselves. The first is to take 
advantage of educational and em- 
ployment opportunities. The sec- 
ond is to make good, to carr 
through on the opportunity afford- 
ed them.” 

Reaction to the Plan. 


McCormick said that reaction to 
the Harvester company’s plan 
had been mixed. He is convinced 
employment of Negroes is only a 
geographical problem insofar as 
community attitudes go. Better 
educational advantages have been 
afforded Negroes after certain 
plants have been opened. This,

Why All the Delay? 


When are Robert M. Medill and Robert Weir 
going to trial? 

When are they going to stand up in court and 
answer on charges of “palpable omission of 
duty” growing out of the Centralia mine 
disaster? 

These questions are in order. They are in 
order because it begins to look as if there is 
little or no intention on the part of the State of 
Illinois to require Dear Bob” Medill and Weir 
to stand trial. 

Here are the facts of the situation: 

The Centralia tragedy killed 111 miners on 
March 25, 1947. That was one year and a month 
ago. 

After a series of senatorial, state and county 
investigations, the Washington county grand 
jury indicted the Centralia Coal Co. on charges 
of failing to comply with the Illinois mine safety 
laws. It also indicted Medill, who was fired by 
Gov. Green from the post of State Director of 
Mines, and Medill’s Assistant Director, Weir. 
Medill and Weir surrendered on these indict- 
ments, May 15, 1947. That was 11 months ago. 


Since officials of the coal company admitted 
in the investigations that they deliberately ig- 
nored safety regulations in the interest of greater 
profits, the charges against the corporation were 
not denied in court. In fact, there was no effort 
to defend the company against them. On July 
8, 1947, the company went into court at Nashville 
and pleaded no contest” on two charges and 
was fined the maximum of $500 on each, This 
total of $1000 was at the rate of $9 for each 
miner who lost his life because of the company’s 
failure to comply with rock dusting and other 
safety regulations. 

It may be that there was a technical violation 
of the two statutes,” said the company’s lawyer, 
“put the company doesn't feel like entering a 
plea of guilty.” 

“A rose by any other name would smell as 
sweet,” said Circuit Judge R. W. Griffith. 

The same day, Judge Griffith took under ad- 
visement motions for changes of venue for Medill 
and Weir. He said that the defendants were not 
entitled to a change to another county as a mat- 
ter of right.” but that he would consider the 
request since there might well be strong feeling 
against them in Washington county after 111 
men lost their lives and large numbers of per- 
sons saw the bodies of the victims brought from 
the mine. 

The change of venue was granted July 29, 
1947. Judge Griffith directed that the case be 
transferred to Wayne county, whose county seat 
is Fairfield. 

That was nine months ago. Meantime, Medill 
and Weir are at liberty on bond. Indeed, Weir 
has gone right on being Assistant State Director 
of the Department of Mines. Notwithstanding 
his indictment and the fact that the miners spe- 
cifically complained against him, he has con- 
tinued under Prof. Harold L. Walker, the laie 
Thomas Moses and the new director, Robert R. 
Cruse. 

When are Medill and Weir going to trial? 

Is the case against them being kept from jus- 
tice because of the political campaign in Illinois? 

Is it more important to advance the political 
fortunes of Gov. Dwight H. Green than it is to 
bring to book cogs in his machine who gambled 
with the lives of miners——and lost?

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Still a Housing Fight 


Once the low-rent public housing section sur- 
vived the key vote, the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill was quickly passed by the Senate. Three 
Senators merit special mention: Taft, who pa- 
tiently knocked down the objections; Tobey, who 
managed the bill with great skill; Flanders, who 
wrecked the real estate lobby's plan to get an 
adverse report from the Joint Committee on 
Housing. 

Senator Donnell decided late but voted right. 
Senator Brooks, a deep-dyed conservative, voted 
for public housing. But Senator Kem shut his 
eves on the spreading private-enterprise slums 
of St. Louis and his own Kansas City and voted 
Nay. 

Men of Kem’s views could still kill the bill in 
the House Banking Committee, as they did with 
an earlier Senate version of this measure. House 
members could rescue it from this stronghold 
of the real estate lobby, but the discharge peti- 
tion still needs about 100 names. If the commit 
tee does report out a bill, it is almost certain 
to exclude public housing. 

To exert pressure on the House, Senator Tobey 
astutely managed recently to impose a one- 
month limit on FHA’s authority to insure mort- 
gages and construction loans. Real estate men 
are eager to keep FHA subsidies coming and 
can accomplish it without a fight if the House 
will accept the T-E-W bill in its entirety. How- 
ever, as Senator Tobey has said, the most im- 
placable lobby in Washington is in the field, 
ready with all kinds of pressures and tricks. 

The bill will still be killed or maimed unless 
its friends in and out of Congress follow through 
with skill and force. 
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All Hail to Our Aloys 


Our dashing and handsome young Mayor-— 
Aloys Pancratius Kaufmann's the name-—-is be- 
coming a truly international figure. Not long ago 
it was told that the Mayor was exchanging hats 
with the Burgomeister of Geneva, Switzerland-— 
the Mayor to get one of those Alpine chapeaux 
sure to win South Side votes. Now the Mayor 
has been made a member of an honorary com- 
mittee for the Festival for St. Louis, to be held 
at Nimes, France, in July. 

It appears that King Louis IX, who later be- 
came St. Louis, slept at Nimes one night seven 
centuries ago during the Seventh Crusade. Nimes 
has been celebrating the event ever since and 
having a grand time. If we may offer the Mayor 
an idea, it is that he should not be content with 
accepting the hospitality of Nimes. Famous per- 
sonages have slept in St. Louis, too, and the 
Mayor ought to heighten his international stat- 
ure by starting a festival here. 

To be even more helpful, we remind the Mayor 
that the Marquis de Lafayette slept here on 
April 29, 1825, 123 years ago come next week. 
Our research shows that the Marquis was greeted 
by Mayor William Carr Lane when he arrived 
on the steamer Natchez, was driven in a car- 
riage with four white horses to the Chouteau 
mansion, attended a reception and a ball, and 
then spent the night on the Natchez. 

Not to wash the city’s old linen or anything 
like that, but it seems St. Louis must have had 
a character like Mr. Nolte at that time, because 
some city official cast doubt on the legality of 
spending public funds to entertain the distin- 
guished Frenchman. Mayor Lane appealed to 
Gov. Bates. who wouldn't do anything, and then 
he turned to Alderman Joseph Charless, Archi- 
bald Gamble and Henry von Phul. They made 
a bold decision. It was to charge the expenses 


to the city and, if there was objection, to pay 
them out of their own pockets. It turned out 
that the total bill was $37 and the Nolte of 1825 


J grudgingly agreed to shell out. 


But this is a digression. The fact is that St. 
Louis’ peerless leader, with his Geneva and 
Nimes connections, has at last buried the bogy 
of Middle West isolationism: It is a far cry 
from the day when Mayor Big Bill Thompson 
of Chicago offered to bust King George on the 
snoot.” By contrast to Big Bill, our Aloys is a 
veritable Sumner Welles. 
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Worthiest Kind of Cause 


One out of eight white persons in the 
United States has had some college educa- 
tion. Only one out of 33 Negroes has had 
any college education at all. 

One out of 19 white persons has had four 
or more years of college. Only one of 83 
Negroes has been able so to equip himself. 


These facts about the comparative character 
of education for white and Negro persons were 
given by President Charles S. Johnson of Fisk 
University, Nashville, at the start of St. Louis’ 
participation in the United Negro College Fund 
campaign, at the Bishop Tuttle Memorial. Strik- 
ing as they are, even they do not suggest how 
great is the disparity between the education pro- 
vided for white persons and that provided for 
Negroes, in this land of equal opportunity. 

What is impressive is to measure the differ- 
ences in terms of persons trained for profes- 
sional and other services. For example, there is 
one white teacher for every 122 pupils; one 
Negro teacher for 201 pupils. There is one 
white doctor for every 900 persons; one Negro 
doctor for every 4000 persons. 

Every tenth person in the United States is a 
Negro. This means, on a proportionate basis, 
that if there are 67,000 white dentists, there 
should be 6700 Negro dentists. There are ac- 
tually only 1400 Negro dentists. If one person 
in 10 is a Negro and there are 176,000 white law- 
yers, a proportionate number of Negro lawyers 
would be 17,600. There are no more than 1000. 

Because public educational institutions have 
been so slow to admit Negroes, as for example, 
the University of Missouri, the responsibility for 
educating Negroes has rested primarily on pri- 
vate Negro colleges. Thirty-three of these insti- 
tutions are banded together in the United Negro 
College Fund campaign. Together they have an 
enrollment of 31,000, yet the total of their en- 
dowments is less than that of Princeton Univer- 
sity alone. They deserve much better support 
than that. 

The current national goal is $1,400,000 for the 
33 institutions. That is modest enough consid- 
ering the importance of the work they are doing. 
It is modest, moreover, in the light of the fact 
that the Rosenwald Foundation, which has con- 
tributed $30,000,000 to education in the South 
over the last 18 years, closes its books in less 
than three months. The great help given by 
Julius Rosenwald for so long has fulfilled its 
donor's plan that wealth should be returned to 
society within a generation. The people of the 
United States, and this includes the people of 
the St. Louis area, owe it to the well-being of 
their country to take up where Julius Rosen- 


wald's enlightened generosity finally runs out. 
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When Authority Is Invoked 


The third day after John Lewis and the United 
Mine Workers were sentenced for contempt of 
court finds all but a minor fraction of the men 
back at work and operations approaching normal. 
Thus it is proved again that when it is reason- 
ably invoked, the authority of Government is 
sufficient to protect the public against the cap- 
rice of labor leaders. 

Lewis is willing to carry his flair for theatrics 
only so far. As far back as 1919, he demon- 
strated that he would not defy an injunction 
against a strike in a national emergency. When 
President Wilson obtained an injunction against 
a coal strike, Lewis capitulated, saying, I will 
not fight my Government, the greatest Govern- 
ment on earth.” 

Lewis and labor leaders like him are able to 
make as much trouble as they do only because 
those in authority hesitate, for political reasons, 
to use it. When President Truman decided in 
1946 to place the public interest first and 
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brought contempt action, Lewis ended the strike. 


Now he has done so again. 

In each case the strike was ended without de- 
nying the union fair means to redress its griev- 
ances. There was the enforcement only of that 
responsibility which, 
said, is necessary for the salvation of the unions 
themselves. President Truman showed 
courage by taking vigorous action in the public 
interest.

In Viroqua, Wis., Harvey Cox found a 
near-sighted horse in his parlor. The horse was 
said to have been following a woman, who, be- 
coming frightened at the idea of being followed 
by a horse, even a near-sighted horse, fled into 
Cox's home. 


In Concord, N. H., at the same time, Mrs. 
Sophie Ericson opened a damper and found 
woodducks in her chimney. In Chicago, a 
mother robin built a nest atop a lighting fixture 
in the front door of the Stuart Grau home, com- 
pelling the Grau family to use the back door. 


We admit that when a horse behaves the way 
the Viroqua horse did, the simplest way to pass 
it off is to say he is near-sighted, even if it 
isn't much of a compliment to the woman he was 
following. But we believe there was more to it 
than that. The horse, the woodducks and the 
robins each had plainly but one objective and, 
strangely enough, the same objective. They were 
trying to move in with somebody. 


The robins got to the front door and the ducks 
got as far as the chimney. The horse got clear 
inside, and if the unknown woman hadn't raised 
such a ruckus he might have done all right. We 
don't claim to be able to explain this thing. 
Feelings of insecurity, perhaps, brought on by 
the times, what with the housing shortage and 
all. But we know the beginning of a trend when 
we see one, and as a matter of fact theres a 
pigeon outside our office window at this instant, 
giving the place a speculative look.

New Pioneers for the West 


While Europeans torn from their roots by war are seeking new 
homes, our depopulated farm areas need settlers; state-by-state 
surveys show ability and eagerness to absorb many of them; thus 
self interest as well as humanitarianism argues for admitting them.

In all this world no hospitality excels 
that of inviting a stranger into the home. 
The West is quite celebrated for its mag- 
nificent hospitality, and when Gov. William 
Lee Knous recently appointed a group of 
Colorado clergymen to study the possibility 
of resettling some of Europe’s displaced 
people in Colorado, no one who knew the 
West was particularly surprised, 


Only a few Easterners were astonished, 
The East likes to think Colorado is “isola- 
tionist.” It never oc- 
curs to anyone in the 
East, of course, that 
you can be sensible 
and friendly at the 
same time. 


One of these days 
the State Depart- 
ment should serious- 
ly consider assign- 
ing an ambassador 
with full portfolio to 
the Rocky Mountains 
to reopen the broken 
lines of communica- 
tion. An American 
ambassador in Den- 
ver could learn more 
in 30 days than an ambassador in 
Delhi could learn in 10 years. 

Of course, quite a few people in this 
state do not fully understand who the dis- 
placed persons of Europe are, and why 
they won't go home, and also, why they 
might make admirable farmers and new 
citizens of Colorado,

Three Years in Camps 


These displaced people are simply men 
and women as well as their families, usu- 
ally large, who have been uprooted by the 
saber. The saber was first wielded Against 
most of them by the Soviets who occupied 
the Baltic countries before the Germans 
marched eastward, Next, they were torn 
loose from their eastern European homes 
by the Germans who drove the Russians 
back in 1941 and 1942. Finally, they were 
herded together and brought to Germany 
to be used as unpaid workers. 


Then they were “liberated.” They were 
told they could go home. But when they 
turned their eyes homeward they found we 
had made an agreement with Russia to 
allow the Soviets to move into their home- 
lands. So we were caught with almost 
1,000,000 people in Germany who refused to 
go home, and we also couldn't force them 
home because we had agreed not to force 
anyone home. 

That was 1945. For three years these peo- 
ple have lived in “camps” at a tost to the 
United States of half a million dollars per 
day in idleness except for such industry 
as their own resources provided. 


A good many thousand of them would 
like to come to America, It's pretty under- 
standable, their wanting to come here. We 
would if we were in their places. The bar- 
rier is, of course, the present immigration 
quota system which happens to allow very 
minute quotas to exactly the people who 
are among the displaced. 


Relatives in America 


No one, not even the most ardent sup- 
porters of the program, would seek to alter 
the immigration laws. However, several 
laws are now before Congress which would 
create temporary, emergency legislation to 
permit a limited and selected number of 
displaced persons to enter and then would 
lam the door shut tightly again, 

Why let any of them into the country? 
First, there is the vast humanitarian con- 
sideration. They are somewhat in the same 
boat as the people who came over on the 
Mayflower, They are religious and political 
fugitives. Many, many thousands are in- 
dorsed by the Catholic, Lutheran, Protes- 
tant and Jewish faiths as people who fear 
to return to countries now dominated by 
Soviet Russia. 

Many thousands 


have relatives in 


America, mainly in the Middle West, and 
some in Colorado, Wyoming, Montana, Ore- 
gon and Washington. Governors’ study 
groups in Iowa and Minnesota have so far 
found more than 5000 residents of these 
two states seeking to bring over around 
17,000 relatives. 


There is a final and self-interest reason 
for admitting some of the displaced per- 
sons. One of the peculiar aspects of our 
immigration policy in recent decades has 
been to exclude immigration of farming 
people from middle and southern Europe. 


More than 1,000,000 human beings of 
farming background have left the country 
districts of North and South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Montana and Idaho in the past 
six years, 


Youngdahl and the Churches 


Many of the pioneers who settled this 
land came from the “displaced” countries; 
in fact, many thousands here are related to 
thousands of men and women in the dis- 
placed persons camps of Europe. If they 
came over here, and we know this from 
past performance, they would settle out on 
the plains and plateaus of this part of the 
country and grow like trees. These are 
solid, middle European country people who 
like living in the country, who do not mind 
15 miles to town, and who for at least one 
generation would be content with simplicity, 
a chance again of freedom of worship, and 
freedom from persecution and want. 


The main problem, then, since this reality 
first became evident last summer, was to 
discover with something of a medicine- 
dropper technique just which of the dis- 
placed belonged where in this part of the 
nation. No good bringing over thousands 
and piling them up on the docks in New 
York, only to allow them to struggle and 
straggle somewhere. Why not planned, in- 
vitational migration. 


Locate their friends and relatives here, 
and locate places in our rural economy 
wherein they would best fit. 


For this reason, Gov. Luther W. Young- 
dahl of Minnesota, early approached by the 
Catholic and Lutheran churches on the 
matter, decided to try the experiment in 
his vast, sorely depopulated state. The re- 
sult—8000 homes for displaced persons 
was not staggeringly large. But it was au- 
thentic, it was genuine. 


Skills Needed in America 


Each questionnaire returned to Gov. 
Youngdahl by a Minnesotan was signed by 
that person and counter-signed by a cler- 
gyman. The same was true in Iowa. The 
same procedure is planned for Colorado. 


After the findings become known, the 
results will be forwarded to the proper na- 
tional authorities who are concerned with 
drafting the legislation and also, those 
major national religious agencies charged 
with the sole responsibility of moving these 
people, if. and when they are allowed to 
migrate, 


Many of the skills of displaced persons, 
as audited by the United Nations last year, 
proved to be of the artisan classification-— 
skills which we in America today think of 
as being “old-world.” People who can prac- 
tice this handiwork would be a real asset 
to our over-mechanized society. Then, too, 
many of the displaced are able workmen in 
construction and in mechanical trades, 


When these true facts concerning the die- 
placed persons are reviewed, it appears 
that what may seem at first to be purely 
a Samaritan undertaking may have a hid- 
den practical aspect,

Scandinavia, which coincided with 
the Czech crisis. 
Moves Against Scandinavia. 
In this case also, the Soviet 
Giplomat involved selected a col- 
league not directly implicated as 
the recipient of his confidences. 
He began by predicting that the 
installation of a people's democ- 
racy at Prague would take place 
shortly, by force if necessary. He 
then expatiated on the sins of 
Scandinavia and pretty plainly 
stated that Norway and. Denmark 
were next after Czechoslovakia on 
the Kremlin's list. 


This obviously planned indiscre- 
tion began to cause the utmost 
alarm when the first part of the 
forecast was confirmed by the 
tragic events in Czechoslovakia. 
The alarm was greatly intensified 
when the five to seven Soviet di- 
visions stationed in the northern 
of the Soviet German zone 

d extensive landing maneuvers 
on the Baltic, centering around 
Rostock, which is extremely close 
to the easicrly border of Denmark. 


Denmark and Norway were al- 
ready full of rumors of Soviet 
arms, air-dropped by night to the 
Communist underground. The Mos- 
cow propaganda campaign against 
Scandinavia was simultaneously 
fptensified. For some days, acts 
of overt aggression against Den- 
mark and Norway were consid- 
ered serious probabilities, especial- 
ly by the Danes and Norwegians 
themselves. There is still argu- 
ment about whether a real in- 
vasion plan existed but was aban- 
doned at the last moment. 


Effect of Finnish Treaty. 


The war of nerves against Scan- 
dinavia seems to have slackened 
for the moment and the com- 
tively reasonable terms of the 
mnish treaty have restored a 
measure of general calm. But the 
question still remains, how to in- 
terpret these fantastic episodes? 


In the case of Sadchikov's tan- 
trum (as in the cases of Norway 
and Denmark, although here to a 
lesser degree) an ominous back- 
ground existed. Sadchikov had 
his tantrum only a couple of weeks 
after the last of a series of Soviet 
motes threatening the Persian

The United States admitted its 
A-bomb monopoly wouldn't last 
forever. But it was a major tem- 
porary asset. The United States 
refused to accept unilateral dis- 
armament, except for an effec- 
tive international control that 
would prevent any others from 
making atomic bombs, when it 
surrendered its own atomic weap- 
ons. Time went on. The inter- 
national atmosphere darkened, 
and the non-Slav nations recog- 
nized validity of the American 
argument. 


Welter of Words. 

Even so, some of the American 
debate still remains incompre- 
hensible. There was a proviso in 
the first commission report that 
a treaty should provide “disposal” 
of existing atomic weapons, and 
proper use of nuclear fuel. It is 
fuel which makes the atomic 
bomb; the rest is framework— 


but a talking point. Last July, 
Andrei A. Gromyko, of the So- 
viet Union, lined up six non-Slav 
delegations behind a _ proposal 
that atomic weapons be de- 
stroyed,” and the fuel conserved 
for peaceful purposes. The United 
States never did explain what it 
meant by “disposal.” But it re- 
sisted. the Soviet proposal, and 
eventually Gromyko’s majority 
disappeared amid a welter of 
words. 

The bomb issue, as a foothold 
for agreement, just about col- 
lapsed last January. Gromyko 
then rejected a middle-nation sug- 
gestion that there might be separ- 
ate conventions—one to prohibit 
atomic weapons, one to set up 
international controls, and the 
bomb ban linked to one of the 
stages in control, The United 
States has never yet indicated at 
just which stage bomb “disposal” 
should occur. But Gromyko 
slammed the conciliation door— 
the Soviet Union demanded bomb 
destruction be “put into force be- 
fore the other convention is con- 
cluded.” 

The Control: Some _ sugges- 
tions were to shut down large- 
scale atomic development entirely, 
to obviate dangerous operations 
by any one, national or interna- 
tional. This would require razing 
of Oak Ridge and Hanford, if 
other nations were to stay com- 
fortable; it would postpone the 
vision of atomic power, which 
some nations wish to speed as 
rapidly as possible to solve their 
fuel worries. 

The Acheson-Lilienthal report 
decided the problem was so com- 
plex it required the ablest possible 
control officials. Such talent 
wouldn’t sign up simply for the 
police job of inspection. So that 
plan proposed international devel- 
opment tasks-——-to recruit men as 
pioneers in new frontiers of 
Knowledge.

Political Differences Grew. 

But when the first commission 
report reached the Security Coun- 
cil, East-West political differences 
had been growing. Now Gromyko 
was arguing that the Soviet Union 
couldn't entrust its economic fu- 
ture—in an Atomic Age—to a con- 
trol majority “on whose benevo- 
lent attitude ... the Soviet people 
cannot count.” The majority dele- 
gates tried more work. They 
came out with suggestions for 
writing into the atomic treaty 
such basic policies as the actual 
production, distribution and stock- 
piling of nuclear fuels and the 
allocation of dangerous facilities. 

The new ideas included a sug- 
gestion for treaty quotas, and 
Gromyko seized on this as “one 
of those questions which can 
bring us together to a greater 
degree.” But the majority shied 
away from detailed discussion of 
quotas, : 

There have been points of agree- 
ment, Soviet as well as majority, 
namely: 

1. National atomic 
should be outlawed. 

2. Control depends on control 
of uranium and thorium. 

3. <An international control 
agency should be set up, in Se- 
curity Council framework, but 
with powers derived from a spe-

4. This agency should have re- 
search functions and promote 
exchange of scientific informa- 
tion; and any national research 
with dangerous amounts of ma- 
terial should fall under interna- 
tional control.

Company emissaries gain the con- 
fidence of a community in ad- 
vance, averting the rise of sus-

terprises. 


Of approximately 9300 Negroes 
numbered among the company’s 
80,650 employes 4783 are rated as 
semi-skilled workers, including 
such classifications as machine 
operators and production workers. 
There are 3920 hired as unskilled 
day laborers and similar help. 

In addition, 482 are skilled ma- 
chinists or pattern makers, Seven- 
ty-four others have attained cler- 
ical, professional, technical and 
managerial posts. 

Diversity of employment of Ne- 
groes, other than the major pro- 
duction forces, according to the 
company’s employment rolls, lists 
a sprinkling of them as holding 
such positions as group leader, 
employment interviewer, metallur- 
gist, assistant foreman, timekeep- 
er, laboratory assistant, drafts- 
man, teacher, typist, receptionist, 
guard, clerk and messenger. 


Employment Conditions. 


As indicated, employment con- 
ditions differ at various plants. 
A larger number of Negroes is 
employed throughout the Midwest 
and the number is on the increase 
in the company’s Southern opera- 
tions. At the Memphis (Tenn.) 
plant Negroes represent 11.6 per 
cent of the payroll, numbering 
123 out of 1056 employes. Eighty- 
five of them are unskilled, The 
others are rated as semi-skilled. 

The Loulaville (Ky.) plant has a 
percentage of 6.2 Negro employes, 
representing 270 of 4330 employes. 
One hundred and thirty-six of 
these are in semi-skilled jobs; 113 
are in unskilled operations; 20 are 
in the skilled rating, and one is 
an employment interviewer. The 
percentage of Negro population in 
the area is 14.8. 

Present peak of Negro employ- 
ment is at the Chicago plant, 
where Negroes account for 30.5 
per cent of the payroll although 
the percentage of Negro popula- 
tion in the area is but 82. Of 
7553 workers at the Chicago fac- 
tory, 2303 are Negroes. Of these 
1258 are semi-skilled, 886 un- 
skilled, 156 skilled and three are 
assistant foremen.

B. F. Versus the Braintrust 


HE slick-magazine conception of the duel between crusading 
T liberalism and entrenched privilege that was the frame- 

work of J. P. Marquand’s popular novel, B. F.’s DAUGH- 
TER,” is carried over into M.G.M.’s picturization of the story 

at LOEW’S STATE. In other words, after a 
few tentative and shallow stabs at discussing 
the merits of the New Deal's assault against 
rugged individualism, it gets down comfort- 
ably to being the tried and true tale of the 
poor young man with principles who married 
the daughter of a rich man and wouldn't live 
on her money. 

It’s done competently enough, and has some interest as a 
domestic drama, but hardly anything more than that. Barbara 
Stanwyck is the daughter of a self-made, vastly wealthy in- 
dustrialist, old B. F. Fulton (Charles Coburn) who throws 
over a proper but stuffy young man (Richard Hart) to marry 
® young professor of economics (Van Heflin) whose ro- 
mantic appeal seems to consist chiefly of vague statements 
about going to the South Seas and lectures on Technocracy. 

The professor's rise to being « Brain-Truster and a big 
essential man in Washington during the war, and his gradual 
estrangement from his wife are detailed, while proving such 
earth-shaking social points as (1) some crusaders for the 
common people (like a radio commentator played by Keenan 
Wynn) are opportunists who would really like to be wallowing in 
dough themselves; (2) the wealthy and their satellites aren't 
all necessarily heels, and can even be human and courageous 
just like the lesser breeds. Mr, Heflin, who is supposed to be a 
deep thinker, comes to these conclusions with something like 
awe lighting his face.

Other Ways to Prepare Them Besides Boiling, Frying or Scrambling

ONTEMPLATING the most re- 
C cent statistics on the consump- 

tion of hamburgers, hot dogs 
and soft drinks in this country, 
I have come to the conclusion that 
good eating is on the skids and 
that the new generation will sub- 
sist on lipstick and canned goods. 
Here we are, knee deep in the 
finest foodstuffs in the world, 
but so hamstrung by our lack of 
imagination that we go on, day 
after day, eating the same old 
monotonous dishes. 

The lowly egg is a perfect ex- 
ample of what f mean. Americans 
eat more fried, boiled and 
scrambled eggs than any other 
people in the world, They don’t 
know any other way to prepare 
them and the average American 
housewife cares legs. The Old Man 
eats two fried eggs for break- 
fast and that’s that. 

Here's the spot for Pop to shine 
at Sunday morning breakfast, just 
for the family or for company. 
Let him have a go at this: 

Melt two tablespoons of butter 
in a fire-proof baking dish and 
stir in five and one-half table- 
spoons of grated Swiss cheese, and 
two tablespoons each of chopped 
parsley, chopped chives and 
chopped onion. When things are 
well blended add a cup of dry 
white wine, stirring all the time. 
Season v h salt, white pepper and 
a little cayenne. Now add six eggs 
and scramble gently over a very 
low flame. Serve on freshly made 
buttered toast. I like this dish 
with stewed tomatoes, flavored 
with a shot of Lea and Perrins. 
Plenty of coffee.

Here's another unusual egg dish 
that makes a big hit for Sunday 
breakfast or lunch, It comes 
from France and has many good 
variations but it is best known 
as Eggs Lorenzo.

Make some toast, butter and cut 
into rounds the size of a poached 
egg.

Program for 
Adolescents

OCHESTER, New York, has a 

particularly fine community 

program for youth, It began 
years ago when “Allied Youth,” a 
national organization with head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C.and 
long associated with the National 
Education Association first or- 
ganized its Rochester program. 
“Allied Youth” has non-political, 
educational and social temperance 
activities for young people. More 


recently it has developed its plans 
in high schools across the country. 
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ROCHESTER’S present “dry 
night club for youth” is city-spon- 
sored, The new “Stardust Room” 
was opened by city officials led by 
Mayor Samuel B, Dicker. Various 
educational and religious groups 
along with parents of the young 
people were present for the dedica- 
tion, which was a gala occasion, 
Open-house night was in charge 
of a committee of 28 high school 
boys and girls in formal dress 
and it was a sell-out. This is, I 
think, the first city-sponsored “dry 
night club” in the country. It is 
for teen-agers and will be operated 
by the Youth Bureau established 
under the City Department of 
Public Safety. The assembly hall 
in the Peristyle Building at Edger- 
ton Park has been remade into the 
“Stardust Room.” There are seats 
for 500 persons. One hundred 
twenty-five tables flank a com- 
paratively small dance space in 
the pattern of a regular night club. 
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THE Rochester City Council ap- 
propriated $10,000 for the project. 
Of this amount, more than half 
has been allocated for music, 
lighting and janitor service, Al- 
ready the program is arranged 
through June of this year. Miss 
Helen Macchia, a volunteer work- 
er, ig perhaps the most active 
leader in this unique community 
project, Sandwiches and soft 
drinks will be served and the 
basement has been outfitted for 
athletic contests. The hours will 
be 3:30 to 6 and 7 te 10 p.m. Boys 
and 12 between the ages of 
14 and who pay yearly dues of 
24 cents may use the center, On 
Friday and Saturday nights, how- 
ever, when there are stage shows, 
the admission will be 80 cents 
per couple.

ALF a century ago—so the story runs—a mother used to 
H try to sit up until her daughter came in at night. Now- 

adays, a mother tries to sit up until her daughter goes 
eut at night. 

“What time are you coming home?” This is one of the 
commonest topics of debate in almost every family with 
youngsters in high school, or even in college. Parents complain 
that social affairs begin at unnecessarily late hours; sons and 
daughters complain that parents are entirely unreasonable. 
“I can't leave at 10 when everybody else will stay until 
midnight,” Grace protests. “Why, they won't — dancing 
before half past nine!”

THE LATE HOURS of many teen-age affairs are objec- 
tionable. They represent, in part, a protest of the young people 
against being regimented. They have been sent to bed at 
regular hours, as children; they must now assure themselves 
that they are no longer children. Parents often have reason 
to be dissatisfied, but they are starting to deal with the problem 
at the wrong end, in too many cases. Don’t demand that your 
boy or girl be different from all the rest; try to make the rest 
different, instead!

E are here visiting Her Royal 

Highness Princess Juliana, I 

was delighted to see again 
the three little Princesses whom I 
knew when they were in the Unit- 
ed States. They have grown but 
are just as sweet. And the baby 
Princess, who is a new acquaint- 
ance, is darling. 

We drove from Brussels to Am- 
sterdam, where we were met dy 
Princess Juliana. Then we pro- 
ceeded to the Ridderzaal, which is 
the hall used by the Dutch parlia- 
ment on state occasions.
